Rabbi's  Study 


History  of  the  High  Point  Jewish  Community 


By:  Mrs.  Harry  Jacobs 


Just  before  the  turn  of  the  century,  in  1888.  the  first 
Jewish  settlers  came  to  High  Point,  to  form  the  nucleus  of 
the  present  Hebrew  Congregation  in  this  City.  They  were 
the  Harris  Brothers,  Louis  and  Henry,  and  they  were  fol- 
lowed by  the  Silver  and  London  Families.  Even  that  early, 
these  families  realized  the  need  for  religious  instruction  and 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  L.  A.  Kress,  another  early  settler, 
to  take  on  the  religious  duties  and  functions  needed  in  the 
community.  The  next  Jewish  family  to  arrive  was  the 
Solomon  Robinowitz  family.  It  is  most  interesting  to  note 
that  the  fourth  generation  sons  and  daughters  of  these  early 
settlers  are  in  High  Point  and  are  today  active  members  of 
the  Jewish  Community.  Jake  Harris  is  the  oldest  native  born 
Jewish  resident. 

News  of  the  Jewish  Community  in  High  Point  spread 
rapidly,  and  soon  other  families  moved  in  and  the  congre- 
gation began  to  grow.  At  first  services  were  held  in  the  home 
of  Henry  Harris,  where  the  Perpetual  Building  and  Loan 
office  is  now.  Other  homes  were  also  used.  However,  utilizing 
the  homes  as  temporary  sanctuaries  soon  proved  inadequate, 
especially  for  the  High  Holy  days  in  the  early  autumn,  when 
people  from  nearby  cities  came  to  participate  in  the  Services. 
In  1911  the  Synagogue  found  quarters  in  the  Harris  Building 
on  Washington  Street,  on  the  third  floor,  used  by  the  Masonic- 
Temple.  Services  were  held  after  that  on  Main  Street  above 
Skiff's  Five  and  Ten  Cent  Store  a  few  doors  below  the  present 
Wachovia  Bank  Building.  Then  they  were  moved  across  the 
street,  on  the  second  floor  over  the  present  Dr.  Rones  office. 
After  a  few  years,  another  move  was  made,  this  time  to 
Wrenn  Street,  above  Hauser's  Food  Store. 

David  Harris,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Harris  was  the 
first  Jewish  babv  born  in  High  Point,  in  1893.  His  was  the 
first  Brith  Millay  and  also  the  first  Bar  Mitzvah,  in  1906. 
Willie  London  was  the  first  Jewish  boy  to  graduate  from  the 
High  Point  High  School,  in  1912.  Rosa  Silver,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  Silver  was  the  first  bride.  Her  wedding 
was  held  in  a  social  hall  on  the  second  floor  above  the  present 
Belk  Store.  The  First  Torah  was  purchased  in  1908  for 
S70.00  from  contributions  made  by  the  members.  The  second 
Torah  was  given  to  the  Congregation  by  Mrs  N.  H.  Silver. 
The  Ladies  Aid  (now  the  Ladies  Auxiliary)  was  formed  in 
1923,  and  they  presented  the  third  Torah  to  the  Synagogue. 
The  Fourth  Torah  was  presented  by  Mr.  Solomon  Robino- 
witz. These  four  Torahs  remain  in  the  Safir  Torah  of  the  new 
Synagogue. 

The  need  of  a  permanent  place  of  worship  was  keenly 
felt.  A  lot  was  purchased  on  Hamilton  Street,  and  the  Con- 
gregation, numbering  23  families  in  1923,  undertook  the 
ambitious  task  of  building  a  sanctuary  for  worship  according 
to  their  faith.  It  was  not  easy,  but  witli  the  generous  contri- 
butions of  both  Jews  and  non-Jews,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Mr.  Milton  Silver,  the  Synagogue  was  completed  in  1927. 
It  was  called  the  B'nai  Israel  Synagogue  (The  Congregation 
of  the  Children  of  Israel.) 

The  need  of  religious  leadership  was  of  paramount  con- 
cern. After  it  had  obtained  the  services  of  its  first  lay  leader, 
the  Jewish  Community  of  High  Point  did  its  utmost  to  pro- 
cure the  services  of  the  best  Rabbis  they  could  obtain.  The 
term  is  a  flexible  one,  in  that  it  means  elder  and  is  used  to 
identify  both  ordained  and  un-ordained  leaders.  The  early 
spiritual  leaders  were  not  ordained.  The  first  elder  Rev.  M. 
Orik  served  for  five  years.  He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Peros, 
from  Palestine,  who  remained  for  ten  years.  Then  came  Rev. 
Click,  succeeded  by  Rev.  I.  Goodkowitz,  grandfather  of  the 
now  famous  and  immortal  Rabbi  Alexander  Coode,  one  of 
the  four  Chaplains  of  World  War  II,  who  gave  up  their  life 
belts  to  save  the  lives  of  others.  After  18  years  of  service, 
Rev.  Goodkowitz  was  followed  by  Rev.  E.  B.  Ershler,  who 
was  serving  as  Rabbi  when  the  Synagogue  was  built. 


In  the  new  Synagogue,  a  formal  Sunday  School  was 
organized.  Harry  Doctor  was  the  first  superintendent.  The 
first  wedding  in  the  Synagogue  was  that  of  Semmie  Herman 
and  Ham'  Jacobs,  Rabbi  E.  B.  Ershler  officiating.  During 
the  years,  various  organizations  were  formed  to  enrich  the 
community.  In  1933,  the  High  Point  Section  of  the  National 
Council  of  Jewish  Women  was  formed.  In  1936,  the  B'nai 
B'rith  Lodge  1236  was  organized,  in  1946  the  A.Z.A.  Group 
came  into  being,  the  Jewish  War  Veterans  was  formed  in 
1950  and  in  1957  the  B'nai  B'rith  Girls  started  their  own 
High  Point  Chapter. 

Rev.  Ershler  was  succeeded  by  Rabbis  Freedman  and 
Wernick.  In  1939  came  the  first  ordained  Rabbi,  Eugene 
Mihaly.  He  was  followed  by  Rabbis  A.  Mauskoff  and  Wil- 
liam Frankel.  In  1947  Rabbi  William  Gold  took  over  the 
rabbinical  duties  of  High  Point  and  remained  until  1956,  at 
which  time  the  services  of  Rabbi  Herbert  Silberman  were 
engaged.  Rabbi  Silberman  continues  to  serve  our  community. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  die  Rabbi  Jacob  Joseph  Yeshiva.  He 
married  a  local  girl,  Temma  Leyton  Shechter. 

With  the  building  of  the  new  Synagogue  completed,  the 
community  engaged  in  feverish  activity  to  raise  funds  for  the 
much  needed  community  center  and  educational  building. 
In  November  1952,  the  long  awaited  and  long  anticipated 
Center  was  a  reality,  and  the  solemn  and  beautiful  Dedi- 
cation of  the  building  to  our  Youth  was  held.  The  Center  pro- 
vided Sunday  School  rooms,  a  social  hall,  club  room,  library 
and  study  for  the  Rabbi.  It  soon  became  evident  that  more 
space  was  needed  and  additional  Sunday  School  rooms  were 
added.  The  first  Bar  Mitzvah  celebrated  in  the  Center  was 
that  of  Stanley  Herman,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ben  Herman. 
Libby  Greenberg,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  Green- 
berg  had  the  first  Bas  Mitzvah. 

As  the  Community  grew,  the  realization  came  that  our 
existing  facilities  would  be  inadequate.  When  an  opportun- 
ity came  to  sell  the  Synagogue  and  Center,  this  was  done, 
and  the  Congregation  began  plans  for  a  new  Sanctuary  and 
Educational  Center.  The  last  late  Friday  night  Service  held 
in  the  old  Synagogue  was  May  14,  1965.  The  last  social 
affair  in  the  Center  was  a  dinner  with  appropriate  program 
for  the  community  in  September  1964.  The  last  wedding  in 
the  Synagogue  was  that  of  Linda  Samet  and  Edward  Lurey. 

Elaborate  ground  breaking  exercises  were  held  in  May 
1964  on  the  site  purchased  for  the  new  facilities,  on  Kens- 
ington Road.  Slowly  but  surely,  progress  was  made,  and  on 
Thursday  May  30,  1965,  the  community  experienced  the 
thrill  of  the  Transfer  of  the  Torahs  from  the  old  Synagogue 
to  the  new  Sanctuary.  The  inspiring  senices  at  the  Old 
Synagogue,  the  dramatic  removal  of  the  Torahs,  the  pro- 
cession of  a  long  line  of  cars  to  the  new  Synagogue  winding 
through  Emerywood,  the  bringing  in  of  the  Torahs  under  a 
canopy  into  the  new  Safir  Torah  to  the  musical  selections  by 
Irving  Silver,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Irving  Silver  on  the 
accordian,  the  beautiful  and  meaningful  service  given  by 
Rabbi  Silberman  upon  installing  the  Torahs,  will  long  be 
remembered  by  the  entire  Congregation  who  had  assembled 
for  the  event.  The  dedication  of  these  magnificent  and  awe 
inspiring  buildings  will  mark  another  great  milestone  in  the 
History  of  the  Jewish  Community  of  High  Point. 

At  present  the  community  numbers  approximately  134 
families,  with  88  children  in   Hebrew  and  Sunday  School. 

Already  a  number  of  first  events  has  occured.  The  first 
Friday  night  Service  was  held  May,  1965.  Alan  Rundo,  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Rundo  had  die  first  Bar  Mitzvah  and 
Sheryl  Robinson,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larry  Robinson 
had  die  first  Bas  Mitzvah,  September  10,  1965.  The  first 
wedding  was  that  of  Renee  Weiss  to  Chester  Sparks,  August 
7,  1965.  We  look  forward  to  many  happy  events  in  our 
Synagogue  and  Social  Hall.

The  National  Council  of  Jewish  Women,  the  first 
major  Jewish  women's  organization  in  the  world, 
was  founded  in  Chicago  in  1893,  through  the  efforts 
and  motivation  of  Hannah  Solomon,  who  painstak- 
ingly brought  together  90-odd  representative  women 
from  the  whole  United  States.  Today  with  123,000 
members  throughout  the  United  States,  the  National 
Council  of  Jewish  Women,  in  the  spirit  of  Judaism,  is 
dedicated  to  human  welfare  in  die  Jewish  and  gen- 
eral communities,  locally,  nationally,  and  interna- 
tionally. With  an  integrated  program  of  education, 
service,  and  social  action,  it  provides  essential  serv- 
ices and  cooperates  with  communities  toward  ad- 
vancement of  human  welfare  in  the  democratic 
way  of  life. 

So  it  was  with  diis  sound  philosophy  that  in  1933 
Mrs.  Edwin  Leipman  (formerly  Mrs.  Sam  Tobias) 
was  instrumental  in  organizing  the  High  Point  Sec- 
tion of  the  National  Council  of  Jewish  Women,  with 
a  charter  membership  of  thirteen.  As  the  result  of 
Mrs.  Leipman's  foresight  and  inspiration  as  organizer 
and  first  president,  our  section  has  consistently 
gained  civic  prestige  and  a  fine  record  of  achieve- 
ment under  the  capable  leadership  of:  Mrs.  Harry 
Jacobs,  Mrs.  Joseph  Barr,  Mrs.  Ben  Herman,  Mrs. 
Harry  Kaplan,  Mrs.  Harry  Doctor,  Mrs.  Israel 
Bloom,  Mrs.  Al  Babhan,  Mrs.  Samuel  Hyman,  Mrs. 


Arthur  Cassell,  Mrs.  Norman  Silver,  Mrs.  Fred 
Swartzberg,  Mrs.  Gilbert  Bernard  and  Mrs.  Larry 
Robinson.  With  heightened  skills  and  broadened 
knowledge,  local  Council  women,  challenged  by 
growth  and  progress  throughout  these  many  years, 
continue  with  well  over  one  hundred  women  to  ful- 
fill the  needs  of  an  ever-growing  and  ever-changing 
community.  Our  current  services  within  the  com- 
munity include  assistance  at  the  Orthopedic  Clinic, 
parties  for  the  mentally  and  physically  handicapped, 
a  kindergarten  enrichment  program,  sickroom  local 
supplies,  clothes  closets  in  several  schools,  Jewish 
youth  activities,  Arts  Council  and  when  called  upon 
assist  as  teachers'  aids  in  the  elementary  schools.  We 
are  also  vitally  interested  in  legislative  and  public 
affairs  of  our  community  and  nation. 

With  pride  and  dignity  we  are  indeed  happy  to 
acknowledge  the  part  that  council  women  have  taken 
in  the  planning,  building  and  dedication  of  this 
eloquent  edifice.  A  noted  philosopher  has  said,  'A 
mind  full  of  piety  and  knowledge  is  always  rich;  it 
is  a  bank  that  never  fails;  it  yields  a  perpetual  div- 
idend of  happiness."  So  we,  Council  women,  rede- 
dicate  ourselves  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  ideals  which 
this  magnificent  religious  and  educational  building 
represents.
